The budgets of the national committees will be included in the state-wide 
inancial plan in 1950. Heretofore, the obeces and okresea were managed autono- 

bub b * in f i “ debt and having their finances in disorder, they were unable 
to meet -_1 the tasks assigned to them. 
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The Local Okres, and Kraj National Committees will be managed according 
to the same principles as the central state administration, beginning 1 Jan- 
u ury 1950. The financial management of the National Committees will then be 
a part of the unified state financial structure . 


The budgets of the National Committees have a public character and all 
the citizens have the right to submit memoranda concerning the budgets of the 
Local National Committees, All the Local National Committees in the okreses 
nave the right to submit memoranda concerning the budget of their Okres Na- 
tional Committees and the same right is reserved for the Okres National Com- 
mittees when the kraj budgets are involved, 'Phis system best guarantees not 
only proper management of the organs of people's administration but also 
their auto/omy. 


The National Committees which serve areas with populations of 3. 000 or 
less lack a sufficiently well-developed administrative apparatus. Their 
work for 1950 has been facilitated to the extend that their budgets will be 
£S“edb y a i s ^P 1 er method, that is, only according to accounting groups. 

Wil1 estimate their budgetary requirements in ac- 
cordance with the instructions applicable to the central offices.
